PLANS TO CATCH THE GLASS. 


Nets to Be Placed Under the Roofs of Main 

Director of Works Burnham decided yes- 
terday to let a contract for 1,045,000 square 
feet of wire netting to'be placed under the 
giass roofs of four of the main buildings 
This is a big quantity, and the Chicago supply 
will, it ws expected, be exhausted before Mr. 
Burnham gets all the wite netting he wishes. 
Inasmuch, however, as there are vast quan- 
tities of this same netting in different cities no 
difficulty will be experienced in securing the 
goods. By reducing aquare feet to acres it 
will be found that Mr. Burnham’s contract 
will be equal to twenty-four acres. , 

Yesterday afternoon #. D.. Millet, the Di- 
rector of Decorations, made a test of the kind 
of wire netting needed to protect visitors to 
the Exposition from injury by falling glass in 


the roofs, Within the last two weeks severe 


wind-.storms have biowf the heavy panes of 


giass in theskylights from their frames and 


toosed them to the floor Leneath, These panes 
are of such weight and sige. that, should they 
‘trike a man’s skull, they. would crush it. In- 
asmuch asthe Expositioh company cannot 
cohtrol the wind Mr. Burnham decided yes- 
terday to control the fallofgiass. . 

The netting to be used will have a two-inch 
mesh and consist of Ne. 18 wire. Mr. 
Millet stretched.a sample of this size over a 
wooden frame and then, mounting the scaf- 
fold, let fall a piece of glass containing four 
square feet and sharp pointed on the netting. 
It dropped twelve feet and made no percepti- 
ble effect on the wire sereening. iLhen he 
dropped two other piecew, also sharp pointed, 
withuut effecting any -identation. The wire 


netting will be placed one foot below the glass 


roofing and Mr. Millet thinks that there is no 
possibility-of accident by falling 
1s a curious fact that the giess has 
not been blown in but has been blown up and 
then fallen through the openings thus created. 
The great empty buildings being filled with 
air have, under the pressure of the wind, ex- 
emplified the laws. of aerostatics. A mighty 
blast from without finding entrance to the 
structures has exerted an enorinous pressure, 
and the most yielding portions being the roof 
the glass was forced upward,

CLEVELAND AND THE TARIFF. 

Whitelaw Reid, who is at present in Califor- 
nia, said in reply to the question of a San. 
Francisco reporter as to what he thought of 
the general work of the Cleveland administre- 
tion:
